Now aftertwelue yeares of moſt bloudy warres, and al- 


molt ytter deſolation brought vpon a goodly Countrey z ve- 


ry probable ſurely it was, thata peace would be deſired on 
all hands, and that for Lu full coacluding thereof, this very 
Dyst had principally þezne convoked. As for the Prore- 


ants, they verily hadeven vnto this day vndergone the har- 


det of all hardſhip;beene ſtill verlaid with moſt heavic im- 
poſitions, and with the billettings of the Souldicrsof the Ca- 
tholike Leaguers : © Yeathe Catholickes themſelues, having 
had often tryall of the inſolencies of the Iperiall Souldiers, 
and of the chargeableneſle of the warre ; beganne now alſo 
mightily to diff ſtethe Covectouſneſle of their owne partner, 
the Duke of Bavaria.

The Proteſtants defired ſuch a one, 
as might promite a forgerfulneſle otamatters paſſed,and ſecu- 
ritic torallſ{ides : the Catholikes, they were earneſt to haue 
the Lands firſt of all reſtored vatothe Churches, and the 
Churches vnto the old Religion: as for {e/ar,that He cald a 
Peace, to haue his Rebellscurbed,” and all fibmitted 'to his 
diſpoſing : which Pcace notwithſtanding did no way per- 
{wade the ditbanding the Armies, nor the caſing of the Im- 
potitions., And this was the ſtate of the Empire, thus ſtood 
mens mindes diſpoſed, when as Cej/ar arid the E£letors met 
at the Dyet of Rarsſbone.

{ſincedeſiſted from ſuch Courſes, as haus beene troubleſome 
_ both vato his Country & the commonpeace; but hath ſirr'd 
vpothers heretofore, andthe Hellanders of latter rimes, vnto 
the deſtruRion of his owne Countrey : The Emperonrs re- 
quet therefore was, that the E/efors would be pleaſed to 
pafſean A of Connell, wheteby the Palſgrawe ſhould con- 
tinuca baniſhed man without all hopes of returning,and that 
they would never vouchſafe to entertaine eyther peace or 
amitice with him. He furthermore declared, how that the 
Hollander having long ſince ſhaken offall due reverence vn-

land. William Laxdtgrave of Heſſen, for his tribute of ſome 
certaine yeares, ſcaven Millionsz the Duke of wirtemberg, 
monethly contributed an hundred and twenty thouſand # /c- 
rens. The Citic and State of Norimberg, twenty thouſand a 
moneth : others likewiſe complained, of fome more, ſome 
leſſe, that had beene raked f.omthem.

With the Hel/anders laſt of all, they all, (but 
eſpecially the Biſhop EleFor of Colein, who lyes nearett to 
the dang*r) deſired peace vpon any termes : a buſtneſſe of 
which moment, they all acfirmed worthy tobe referred vn- 
toa Dycr ofthe whole Empire. Many things therefore the 
Elettors by voycesat length carried; which tell heavie vpon 
the Emperour and his Courtiers. 

Vnto Walenſteya therefore firſt of all,werethere Þ {ent 7ohn 
Baptiſta Verdenbcrg, and Gerard Qurſtenberg ; Barons both 
of them, and both of them enriched by him with many a 
mightie gift ; and bothofthem alwayes belceved, to b-at 
Court the great advancers of his ProjeXts. But even there- 
fore were they made choyce of before any others, as the fit- 
ecſt mcn toperſwade with him, The taske which they vn- 
dertooke, ſcemed to bethe dulicu'teſt of all the reſt ; it be- 
ing beleeved that 7alenſteyn beinga man of a molt hanghtic 
ſpirit,accuſtomedtoa military command,onethathad becne 
Courted by thegreateſt Princes, and vpheld by infinite ri- 
ches; would never dully endute ſuch anaffront, nor by his 
gocd will ever ſtoopeagaine vnto a private lite, Cauſe to 
tcaremoreoverhe had,leitthey.whonever durft doc it when 
he wasa Gexe7a//,would yet requiretheir own of him when 
he ſhould become a private man.

The Treatie with the En24/b Ambaſſador, and the Prince 
Palatines Procurator, althongh it came to no head ; yet 
thereby way was obtayned for Prince Frederiche to finde 
Grace : and that thoſe parts of his Dominions which arc in 
the Spantards hands,arenow to be quitted vnto him : and he 
hath the libertie yet left him, to fu'fiil the Conditions offered 
him at CAfwlbarſer.

yet they alwaYes too narrowly ſearcht not into every man, 
that was to himſelfe guilty : that they buſht up many a foule 
thing, by a wife difſtmulation, rather then by bringing itto 
open puniſhments. That hee that takes away one enemy, 
makes way for many. That hee eſpecially who hath any 
thoughts of Pcace-making in him, is not totake notice of e- 
very thing : for fearc leſt the whirlewindes after much adoe 
being now ſcarce layd, ſhould bluſter out againe into a vehe- 
menter tempeſt.

That treble more Contributions have beene raiſcd againſt nv A 
enemy, thenever were when the Twrke was in Germany. 
That when the P:incesof the houſe of Saxony, as namely, 
eMlterburg, Weymar, and C alburg, had cxcub:d themſelves 
of difabilitieto pay cach of them 1454+ Dollars a moneth, 
whichthe CommitTary Offa had required of them ; then 7/- 
t5threatn:d to fetch 10000. Dollars a moneth out of them. 
That conſidering all this, they could perceive nothing clle, 
but that the Emperour had intended their utter ruine : 
whereas hec had dealt more gently with thoſe of his owne / 
hereditary Dominions. That all this is moſt contrary unto 
the Oathofthe Emperour, anduntothe Lawes of the Em- 
pire : and for ſuch, hath beene complained npon,by the ſeve. 
rall EleQors and Princes ; and by them proteſted againſt in 
the late Dye of Ratisbone, Wherefore they now humbly pe- 
tition to be relieved z proteſting otherwiſe, that they are no 
longer ableto cndure it : but ſhall be enforcedto defend their 
perſons, their Conſcicnces, their Eſtares and Subics. Re- 
ſolving notwithſtanding to continue their due loyalty and | 
obedience unto the Emperour : humbly now deſiring a faire 
and agracjous Anſwere from him.

andthe Circle of the Lower Saxony agreed to furniſh mo- 
neyes for the rayſing and paying of one Regiment. Each Re- 
giment of foote was to be 3000- ſtrong, and of horſe 1009. 
And thusthe Dyer being ended vpon Palme Snnday with a 
SCrwon ; Saxony diſplayes his Defenſine Banner, beats vp his 
Drummes, begins his Levies:and foat their comming home, 
doc the reſt of the Princes. 

Theſe Concluſions and Reſolutions of the Proteſtants, 
were nota little boggled at, at Court; did not ſlightly dif- 
pleaſe the Emperour ; and ſtartle the Catholike Leagners, 
with their Adherents. The Proteſtants heare of it on both 
earcs: Forthis, are they both by words and writings, both 
threatned, and reviled : yea their new League and {trength, 
wcre by ſome Coxfidents not a little ſcoffed and ſcornedate. 
But they that had beene vſed to hard deeds before, were fuf- 
ficiently hardned againſt foule words now ; they were not 
to be diſcouragedthis way ; they did their bulineſle, and let 
theothers talke thcir talkes. Things going thus on ; it was 
by the middle of CIay every where perceived, How that 


'theſe Leaguers of Leipfich, werenow in very goodearneſlt. 


For now vpon the taking of CWHagdenbarg, the Proteſtants 
ſtrongly ſuſpeRing by the inhumane crueltic there viedby 
the /mperili/ts y that it wasnot a heate of.wwarre alone, but 
that there was a Coare of malice diſcovered in it : not an [n7- 
periall, but a Popiſb ſpite, vnto that Citic aboue others z for 
having beene one of the firlt that. harbourcd Luther and his 
Religton:rhey begin to make it their owne cale, fearing that 
tor their Religions ſake, all they were likely not tobe much 
better ved, Some therefore of the neighbour Princes (choſe 


namely of Saxony and Swahen ) demand of the Cities of 


UVimes and Memmngen, &C. Scituate in Swabenby the River 
of Dannbins ; ( which wete of the Proteftant League with 
them ) to entertaine for Garriſons ſome of theſe new levyed 
Forces. Memmpmingen conſents : but ime being a greater Ct- 
tic, relies vypon her owne [trength. Theſerthings being done, 
Cc mmand is given by the Emperour vato Eg gon Count of

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Furſtenberg, ( appointed Generall for the Circle of $wa#» ) 
to imploy thoſe 8000. ( lately come out of ray, after that 
the warres of Mantua were ended ) together with ſome 
eightor ten thouſand more, againſt thoſe Townes aforeſaid. 
Fan ſtenberg preſſes ſo hard vpon Memmingen;thar about the 
degyaning of [xne,he enforceth itto renoiice the new League, 
and to purchaſethe Emperours pardon;at the rate of 50000. 
Florens readie pay , and 25000. monethly Contribution. 
The Proteſtants League being now noyſed abroad, and ann- 
ther mecting at the latter endof Afay.at the ſame Leipfich in« 
tended ; thither come the Ambaſſadours of England, Sweden, ' 
Saxony, and Brandenhnrg:There is the vniting of their forces 
with the Kingof Swedes propounded, bur not concluded : 
onely the paflage of Wirtemberg heretofore denyed him by 
Saxeny,isnow deſired againe, tobe open for his Army. MF. 
T/ly about the ſame time diſpeeds a meſſage vnto Saxony 
with overtures of a peace ; promiſing ſhortly to come him- 
ſelfe with ſaticienr Commiſſion to confirme it. This being 
ſuſpeRed to be aplot, eyther to divert or ſtagger the reſolu- 
tion of the Duke, oratricke to gaine time; and that Ti/es 
Commiſſion might perchance bein his ſcabbard;the meſſage 
was not nzotheed :notwithſtarding that Ty did in mid- Twne 
following, come in perſon indeed, and at O/afleber had trea- 
tie with the Dukes Ambafladours. 

When this would not doe, and the Emperour by the 
Dukes ſecond Letters ( dated theday after the end of thelate 


Dyer )vnderſtanding the reſolution ofthe Leagwers, which 


by their generall levies he perceived them readie to main- 
taine; And hcaring withall, the King of Swedentobe viao- 
riouſly already advanc't, quitethrough Pomerlandand Mech. The Emperers 
lenburg ,Into ſome places of Brandenburg : ont-thunders He Proclamation 
his Imperſall Bans againſt the Zeipſich Leagwers, dated ar 382init them. 

Vienna, May 14. percmptorily forbidding any place of the 
Empire, to grant either reliefe, pafſage, or place of quarter, 
mutter, or rendezvous, vntoany of their forces : comman- 
ding every man, to deſtroy, kill, and perſecute them as ene- 
mies: and the eafierto dchortthe Leagners, his Majeſtic of- 
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fers to releaſe them of their Oaths, taken in prejudiceofhim 
at Leipſich ; and to grant pardon to as many as ſhould come 
in : vpon paine of death forvidding all their Subjects, eyther 
to contribute to their levies,or to ſerue vnder their Enſignes; 
but to turne both their moneys and perſons towards the ad- 
vanceinent of his Imperall ſervice ; promiſing the freedome 
of Conſcience and Eſtates,to all that ſhould chus obey him. 
Divers people are naturally afraid of thunder : ſome of 
the Zeagners therefore, ( and eſpecially the graue-headed 
Burgers 1a the richer Cities)begannow to quakeatthe noyſe 
of this ſo hideous a Proclamation. Which feare of theirs, 
much coold their blouds, made them the leſſe zealous and 
Warmein the reſolution, But hethat hath not courage enough 
to fight, hath wit enough commonly to excuſe his cowar- 
dize ; Sofell it outhere ; divers of the backwardelt pallia- 
ting their owne remifleneſle, with rhe newesthey pretended

Theſe Letters of Saxony brought about the matter againe ;

vpon the defenſiue. The Proteſtant Princes of Swaben(which 
lyc along the Danxbzie, betweenc the Dukes of Wirtenburg 
and Bavaria ) doc hercupon afſemble at Eſſingen; reſolving 
to ſticke cloſe to the Articles of Leipfch : reenforcing their 
levies thereupon.

V/edome ; Where they ſaw diveis tioopes of the enemies, 
butall of them ranne away. The $5**. ani 6t"., dayes weie 
ſpent in bearing of Ambailadars, from the Dukes of MH :che 
lexburg, Pomercn and the Towne of Straleſunar. On the 7, 
day, his /WMaiefty leaking Coloncll Kuip-hoWſen(then Serge- 
a1, Major Generall) with two Regiments of Foote to de- 


| fend the workes at Penemnnd?s with the reſt of the Army 


pailing over the water on the Wet fide of the Ile ; marches 
np to the Towne of Wo/gaf. Here had the enemy a ſtrong 
Sconce on the water-ſide,direaly againft the Caſtle upon the. 
He of V/edome : which Sconce his «2 aiefty thought fitteſt 
to be the firſt aſſaulred. As hee marched towards this peice, 
the Crabars falling out, begun the Skirmiſh with the Kings 
Horſe, who being preſently ſeconded, with the foot,conſtrai 
nedthe rabats to give gronnd with great loſſe. Thoſe of 
them which were not killed in the fight, making great haſt 
uato the River, by which they thought to ſwimover unte 
the Caſtle ; were all miferably drowned. Thoſe within the 
Sconce, thus perceiving their fel/owes misfortune : in great 
haſte, retyred into their boats : where being hardly charged 


by the Kings men,the molt of the were alſo drowned: Their - 


confuſion was 10 greats hat three hundred of the then peri- 
ſhed by the {wordzor inthe water, The whole night follow- 
ing, the Canon from the Caſtle playd very hard upon the 


- Kings folke,bat with little,or noloſſe unto his Maieſty. Vp- 


on the eighth of :uly, his « Hazefty leaving Sir John Banner, 
to keepe the Sconce that was taken; marched fram thence 
untoa Cloiſter,called Pudegia;which was aſtrong paſſageup- 
on the fle of Uſedowr.But the enemrbefore the Kings com- 


ming, had ſpoyled and pillaged ali that there was, and. then 


ranawaye Here the King lodged all night. 
Vpon the gth. of /«ly,the King marched to the $vinp, on 
the Eaſt ſide of the Iland ; where the other mouth of the O- 
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der,diſemboketh intotheBaleick Sea. There found hea ſcooe 
ſtrongly builced indee1, yet but weakly defended : the Gar. 
riſon, upon the firſt fight of the Kings troopes, abandoning 
the place, and ſhifting themſelves over the River, into the 
neighbour }le of Wollsr. This place which the Oder, the 
Friſcbaff, the Sea, and a littl- fret of water, make into an 
land; lyes on the Eaft ſide of Y/edeme : and here the King 
having found Boates, immediately followes ihe /mperialifts, 
Here had the Duke ot S« x0-1es fiſter a Caftle ; which the e- 
ncnty Heeing out or, miſerably defaced with fire. And now 
thoſe that latcly fled into the Ile, asal:o the reft thar were 


therein ſeverall Gatrriſons before ; did not onely abandon 


their ſtrong Sconces, 41d Fortifications ; but left, not their 
Canon enely for haſte, but their very horſes alſo : together 
with a greatdealc ot their baggage. There found we two 
Leopards in a Cage, left here by the Duke of Fried/and, who 

had thought to laye p: elented them unto the Emperour. 
In thefe two Hands of Vſedome and Wollin , the King re- 
ained ſome twelvedayes ; untill he had made finhcient 
proviſion of alleys and other Veſſels, for the tranſporting 
of his Army through that great Friſch-haff, and from thence 
up the River of Oder, unto Sterin'; which was done the 26. 
of July, This Towne of Sterin, is the Seate and Title of the 
Duke of Poeweren and Sreri, Scituate. within Land it is, 
South of the Friſch hof,being the chiefe Town of the Coun- 
trey,and the only good Towne of thoſe quarters,in ſole poſ- 
ſeJion of the Duke, that was free from lmperiall/Garriſons. 
And now the King landing his men ac a Caſtle within an En. 
gl:fh mile of the Towne about ten a clocke in the forenoone, 
- preſently puts them into Battaglia. G:ave Neeles and the 
; Lord of Reay commanding toure hundred Muskettiers, that 
day had the Vantguard,and were both commanded to march 
toward the North port of the Citv, ca led the .2/i/l-Porr ; 
the King in the mean time with thrce hundred Muskettiers, 
making towards a Horn-worke, 'that was then a building , 
w:thin a Musket-ſhot of the Dukes Pallace. W hiles this was 
Adoing, all the Ladies and Geatlewomen, were;in the win- 
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dowes,and upon the Leades, looking upon the King and his 
folkes. All this while there appeared nor any one man out of 
the Towne to make any defence ; which thc King now ob- 
terving, at laſt ſends a Trumpet towards the Ports , tode. 
ma 1d Entrance» This mcſ{age made knowne unto the Duke, 
a Colonell, who had the command of fome 1200, Mul- 
) kettiers within the Towne, is ſent to parly with the King. 
His ieſſage was, an afſurance from the Duke his Maſter, 
that he had reſolved to ſtand Nezter. His Maiettie nothing 
contented with this meſſage,ſends the Colonel backe againe 
vato the Duke : commanding lim to tell his Maſter from 
him ; that he wasnot come into Germany for any private 
ends of his owne ; but ſent tor, by him e{pecially, and other 
diſtreſſed Princes, that by force'of his Armes ,, they might 
be free from the yoake whichlay (o heavy upon their necks: 
and the: efore, great reaſon ha4 the Duke to open his Ports, . 
and to receive him into his Towne. And this it the Duke re- 
fuſed to doe; he bad the Meſſenger aſſure him,that he would 
enterit,bya breach-made through his Caſtle: giving preſent 
order thereupon, to haue the Canon mounted, The Duke up- 
on the receipt of this round meſſage,adviſes with his Com- 
{clla while. : who having concluded what was on the ſud- 
den to bedone, the Port is opened, the draw bridge ler 
downe, and the Duke in his Coach iſſues out, waited upon 
by ſome Gentlemen on Horſe-backezaddreſling himſclfe-di- 
rely towards the King, Vpon the meeting, much confe- 
rence paſſes about furrendring of the Towne; the King pre(- 
fing, and the Duke exculing : altogether defirous to ftand 
Nenter. Of this would not the King heare at tny hand;ma-' 
king uſe of that ( which in Dutch isa Proverbiall faying, ) 
T be y that are not With we, are agaimſt me, And now the Kine 
taking notice of the Ladies audGentlewomen on the Leades 
- and Windowes ; Cofin (fayes he to the Duke ) if you meane 
to keepe me out of the Towne,yon muſt ſet other manner of 
people to guard it, then theſe Ladies ; for 1le aflure you,cthey 
will never be able to hold out again atiy one company of 
my Soldiers: The Dake percaving his MaieQig , though 
plea-

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pleaſant , yet earneſt; deſires leave to goe againe 1uro the 
Towne. The King conſents anto the motion: but ſent order 
withall unto the Lord Reay, to guard the Dukes perſon thi- 
therward : and that when the draw bridge was let dowhe, 
and the Ports {et open for the Dukes Coach; to enter the 
Towne together with it ; audif it were poilible, to make 


good the Port. The Lord Reay having cnough of his inſtruc- g,eciugurly 14 | 
ri0ns, 10 dilpoſes his Musketuers (which were Scorrsh)that ken, 


two hundred of them marcht becore the Coach ; and muſt 
needs theretore cater before the Dukes Coach could:fo that 
this picce of fervice was done, even as the King would have 
it. Thus the Lord Reay being entred within the outer Port, 
the Towne Garriſon retyred trom thence within the inner 
Port : andthe Scots entring pell-mell with them, that Port 
wasalſo taken, By this did the King preſently enter the 
Towne, with his whole Army. The Duke ſeeing this , dit- 


miſles his owne forces, which he had till then there kept in 


Garriſon : who thereupon tooko preſent oath and pay, for 
the Kings ſervice. ; 
The next morning the King commanded Sir John Banhiey 


General ofhis Infanteryzto take with him 600. Swediſh muſ= , 16 


kettiers, under the command of Grave foachim, and 600 
Scort:ſh Muskettiers, under the Command of the Lord Rey; 
to make an affault upon the Towne of Oamme, lying a mile 
to the South-caſt of Srerzm, The Towne had on that ſide but 
once approachunto it ; and that was a harrow caulſey leading 


thorough the Mariſh, upon which the Towne ſtood. The'e - 


1200. men now adyanc't almoſt as farre as a Sconce, which 

guarded the end of the Towne ; a Country Boore comming 
ap to the Commanders, proffers them his ſervice to leace 

them a ſecret way thorough the Mariſh : by which meanes, 

they might more caſily fall on , upon the other fide unper- 

ceived. But the Burgers of the Towne, (who it ſeemes had 

intell1:gence with the Kings forces)now ſending unto them; 

deſired them to hayethe patience but to ſtay untill night , 

and then they promiſed to give them entrance by a priyate 

 poſterne gate. This delay was cunningly projeRed by the 
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Towneſmen ; and ſerved them to very good purpoſe : for 
had the Kings forces taken the Towne by afſault,then,by the 
Law of Armes, had the pillage of the whole Towne becne 
their owne. Thus, ( vpon what reatonFottcares, I know 


_ not) the enemies Garrtion conſiſting of ſome two hundred 


and fiftie Mus ketiers, and forty horte, fortooke the Toiw::e 
that very evening : taking their way Ealtwards,rowards the 
next Towne of Srargerd. Withthe Burgers or this Towne 
of Sraryard, the King having g20d innt.llige 1ce ; iſtan1 / 
ſe1ds thither. Bur whether it was that he thuught nor fit tog 
farre to give truſt unto thoſe Burgers, and toadventure his 


©wne men upon their honeſties;(c{pecialiy (ince their Garrt- 


ſon was thus lately reenforced : ) ſure it is,thathe employed 
none of his owne men, but comini:ted the charge unto that 
Coloncll and his men, who hadlayne 11 Garrtion 11 Srersn, 
before his HM a5e/ties comming thither. This Colone! know- 
ing the Country perfectly came by night upon the Towne: 
and having given advertiſement unto theſe Burgers within, 
with whom he had correſponde icy 3 they ſecretly opening 
a Port unto him, give him preſent eatcanc». He thus got in,

bridge,on thc eaſtbanke of the ©aer;over which, the noble 
Guſftaxus Horne, Field-Marſhall to his M «eſty, in his abſence 
commands in chiefe. And here the Army being muitered,and 
payd, is ſent abreadupon the errand they came for: and that 
one place might not helpe another, hee with ſeverall troupes 
falls at once upon ſeverall picces.To ſhew what every troupe 
every day did, were to write a /i4r7, not a Story; and to take 
away the pleaſureof the readi'g. In a continued narration,

tooke in, wherein he found good ſtore of proviſion, both of 
Corne and Ammunition. In the heate of the aſſault, the 
Garriſon and chiefe Citizens retyre themſelves into the Ci- 
tadell or Caſtle ; this now the King aſlieges, T orquaets Conts 
the Emperonrs Generall in thoſe parts, lay with his Army 
at that time at «Fnct/am,a Towne hard by Polgeff : he ho- 
ping to reſcue thepicce , comes with three Regiments to- 
wards the relicfe of it: but is well beaten for his labour ; 
ſaid to looſe 1 2, Enfignes, and 3®Cornets in the skirmiſh., 
The Caſtle thus defeated of her ſuccours, parlies ; the Con- 
ditions deſired by the Garriton, were, To march out like 
Souldiers with full Armes, Colours flying, matches lighted, 
and their ſwords by their fides. The King will let them go 
out with no morethen white ſtanes in their hands. Thoſe 
termes refuſed, the King falls to mining, and with 
two Boats well man'd and furniſh'd with Ordnance, hee 
comes tothe Oder-bridge, there landingand enquartering 
his men; Sends for the Duke of $:eemx; he coincs, they 
make their approaches towards the walls ; which he round 8 
beſets from the Ode: -breage unto the Mill-gate, railing

them. Hebeing corrupted to kill the King , thought this 
way to have done it : and at this time too, whetf the whole 
Leaguer were attheir Devotions. This — had another 
companion th the Kings Leaguer ; one Jobn Baptiſta, an 1ta- 
har, whom the Lord Falkenburg had made Captaine of a 
troope of horſe.* This fellow revealing it to a third; the 
treaſon was diſcovered, and heattached the ſame day thar 
Lain ran away, He at his execution confeſſed, that they had 
ſerved in Tilyes Campe from whence they immediately 
came withinſtrutions from him and the Jeſares,, to have 
Lild the King : which they often attempting to have done, 
clthertheir owe courage or the opportunity ſerved them 
not.

Thence | 
he goes to New Brandenburg which he forthwith ſtreighrly be- New Branden - 
ſieges, and moſt ficrcely affaults. There are his men ſoundly rok. ex" 
knockt many arime,, by the Swedens fallyes out of the Towne. ,,17y,,.,. 
Tilly thus enraged with the loſſe of his men, aftera largebreach 
inthe walles mad: with his Ordnance; he, March ninth, reſolues 
vpon agenerall aſlault;and by fine force breaking into the rowne, 
he takes it ; kils all that he finds in Armes : except the Gouer- + ' 
nour,Colonell K »iph»ſer,his wife and daughter; (which retired 
into the State-houſe). foure Captaines, ſome Lieutenants , and 
Ancients, with about ſixty common Souldiers : all which hee 
ſends priſoners into Srargard.. Here wer? the Scars of the Lord _ 
Reayes Regiment , quite cnt off, The Laird of Beyſtio, Liefte- 
nant-Colonall to the Lord Reay, brauely fighting with a pike in 
his hand in defence of the breach, was here ſlaine: and Capraine 
Atzncriff alſo. The newes hereof being brought into Fried/and 
ſome foure Leagues off, which was kept by one Regiment of 
foote,and 17.troopes of horſe; away packe the Swedenr, late in 
thenight towards Anck/aw. The King alſo hearing of Figs 
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hard dealing with his men,ſends backe to hane thoſe Imperialits 
ſentafter and ſtay'd , which had newly yeelded vp Colbergen : 
and theſe he cauſes to be keFt in durance at tema 2 
Tilly carnes Tilly after this ſends his Army towards Dammin:but finding 
backe againe no good tobee done vpon the towne, and perceiuing withall . 
raging M28 thatthe King wasnot diſpoſed to fight with him; and that his 
PTR Army and Garriſons kept him from going further that way;be- 
thinkes himſelfe,and turnesbacke againe towards Rapry - loſing 
bis Ordnance in the fennes, as the report was.

troubled : vttering {uch like words': Alaſſe,vow Dynell 1s hurt, 
what ſhall I doe ? The cuening,the Tmperialiſts makeabraue {allie 
through the Gbens gate : but with the loſe of a Lieftenznt- 
Colonell and many men, are they enforced torctreate. The 
FSwedsſb following them, get into a Churchyard neere the ſaid 
Port ; which Church the Imperialifts preſently ſet on fire. The 
next day being Palme Smnday, Apriithe third, old ſtile : the 
King keepes the ſolcmnitie of the day, withr prayers 'and Ser- 
mons in his Camp. All this while had there not beene one fhot 
made againſt the citie. Wherenpon theſe of thetownethinking 
the King hainot as yet brought many peices with hum , m_ 
to reujle the Swedes that had the guardnext their workes : What 
Jour * Strumbling-eaters, hage you eaten wp all your Leather-gunnes * 
for hunger ? Out of a Bulwarke at the ſame time vpon a pike, © 
hung they a Gooſe; calling the Sweedes, Wild-geeſe, now after , 
the cold weather come ouer the Sea. The great Officers within ». 
the Towne verily perſwaded themfelues , that the King had no 
ſuch purpoſe as to ſer vpon the Towne :- his numbers were ſo 
ſmall, and their owne ſtrength-ſo great, "that they concerned hee 
onely cameto afright them , to pillage and ſpoile the-countrey, 
and ſo te be gone againe. No workes could they perceiue, that 
hee went about to caſt vp: nor indeed had hee more then one 
meane battery , . from whence he in theaſſault beat ſome our of 
an high turret, that much galled his people. The King regards 
acither -what they fay or thinke, till both Sermons and 
too were done. About two or three a clocke,whileſt the chiefe 
officers within the towne are at the burtall of their fellow, (the 
Leiftenant-Colonel aforeſaid: )the King commands Sir John Ba- 
mer to gino order for the aſſault. And whereas he perceined his 
Colonels and chiefe Officers ready ( out of the brauery of their 
courage) to fight vnarm'd ; thoſe he commands to put on their 
armour : For (faies he) he lowes not the King, that will not doe ſo: 
for if my Officers be killed ; who ſhall command my ſonlazers ? The 
Sweash ſouldicrs wanting- ladders for the ſealing of the walles, 
rune to certaines Boores houſes hard by ; whence they. bring 
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away the rackes in the ſtables, and thoſe other without, which 


th: Boores vſcd to.lay their Cowes meate vpon. With theſe, 
and ſome ſtore of hatchets they had gotren ; to a .nightie ſtrong 
Paliſatoe of the enemies necre the walles they goe, which they 


fall to hewing downe. The enemies labouring to defend this 
Stocker or Palliſadoe,to it on both ſides they fall;the bullets dark-" 


ning the very aire witha ſhowre of lead. The Imperialiſts being 
by maine force atlength beaten off, retire through a fally-port 
into the towne..B:ing entred within the outrer port, there ſt 

they & ſhoote amaine. The Kiag calling the valiant Sir oh» Ha- 
brenand Colonell Lumſdell vnto him ; Now my braxe Scots (faies 
he remember your countrymen ſlaie at New Brandenburg. Lum!- 
defi therefore with his Regiment of Engl and Scots, and Ha. 
bron with his High Nutchers, preſſe vpon that Salle-port : and 
the enemies bullets flying as thicke as haile , Lomſdell with his 
drawne ſword'in his hand cries, Ler's enter my hearts, thruſting 
himſelfe inamongſt the thickeſt of them. His men fallow as re- 


ſolutely,the Pikes firſt entring ; all knocking downe the enemies 


moſt pitrifully : for the inner port being ſhut behind them, they 
had no way to eſcape,butthe little clicker-gat;through which as 
many as could,crept into the towne.And by this time the greater 
gate being broke open, Lamſaell entring with his men, makes a 
moſt pitrifull 
ter; New Brandenburg cries the other, and knocks him downe. 
One Scorriſh-man proteſted,he had kill'd r8.men with his owne 
hand. Here did Lumſdef take 18, colours : yea ſuch teſtimony 
ſhew'd he of his valour, that the King after the battell,bade him 
aske what hee would, and he would giue ithim. By this time 
are the other Swediſh gotten ouer the walles with their ladders; 
and oth:rs thronged in at the ſally port, and Gubexs gate afore- 
faid : and now is the towne wonne ; and now they on all hands 
fall vpon the execution. Schomberg oppoſes himſcife with va-

Schomberg, Teuffenbach, and Monte Cucuti, with diners horſe- 
men , eſcaped into Great Glogow in Sileſia, Lieutenant Generall 
Herberſtein was {laine : ſo were Heidu,Walſtein,and Tour all Co- 
lonels ; with fiftic other Captaines and Officers:and 1703. Soul- 
diers at theleaſt, dead vpon the place : beſides thoſe that were 


| drown'd;and others found in Cellars, Chambers,and elſe-where, 


as many more perchance. Colonell Sparre a Swedenborne, being 


here taken;was with ſeuen other Licutenant-Colonels,and ſome 


ſeuen hundred common Souldiers,ſent priſoners into Stermm, En- 
lignes were there 23. (ſome ſay 41, and ſure there could be lit- 
tle lefſe ) with 8. Comets, preſented vnto the King. There 
were 100, Swedes {laine, andalmoſt 100. more hurt : whereof 
ſome mortally. That night was pillage forbidden : but fo fierce 
were the ſouldiers $pon the moſt rich bootie : thar they could 
not be gotten off, till the next day about noone : at which time, 
the King and Bandizzer had much adoe with mntreaties , threates 
and blowes , to ſtaye them off. To increaſe the miſerie of the 
Citizens, therefella fire that night , which burnt downe 17. 
houſes. This was the hnperialit Gooſe ſawced, and thus roa- 
ſted. Here found he very much riches, 100000. of pow- 
der,r $. great peices of Ordnance, beſides many lefſer ones, and 
a very great quantitic of Armes and Ammunition. Here was no 
woman rauiſht in all this towne, nor any one Burger kild : but 
onely one who with an halfe pike ſtrooke a ſouldier that entred 
his houſe:and he indeed was ſo beaten,that he dyed ſhortly after. 
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Solemne thankes being giuen to GOD for this Victory ; 
( which the Conquerors themſechies much admired at ) the 
King immediatly diſpatches 4000. horſe towards Lard?sbergen, 
whither G»uftavms Horne(as you heard) was before gone : him- 
ſafe the fifth of April with more forces following after. This 
ſtrong Towne of Landrsbergen in the New Marck , ſcituate 
vpon the Eaſt ſide of the Oder , neere vnto Poland and Sulef7a4 
£00 : lyes vpon the Rmer Warra; which rming out of Po- 
land, falles into the Oder about Caſtrine. This Towne lying ſo 
neere the Pole , with whom he had his late warres; makes it of 
the more conſequence vnto the King. Faine therefore would 
he hane ſurprized it, at his firſt comming into Pomerland. Imme-

otherwiſe , they would die bke brave men , and ſell their 
livesasdeare as they could, Quarter & Conditions are both 
ranted them , Sotl-at there ſtill a while they ſtood. But to 
ce the lucke of it ; juſt in the meane time returnes Bavdrt- 
Jen:who having brene purſuing the encmies horſe that fied, 
and now ſo utterly rowted thetn;that ſcarce ten of them re- 
inayned in a Company, ( and thoie loſt in the mult roo ) 
he ſeeing the ezemy itand whole in abody together and not 
knowing of any *greement, falis ta charge them with his 
horle.Tacy perceiving this,began toſuſpect treachery in it; 
that the Swed'/h horie (honld fall upon their Reere,and the 
toote upon their Yang& fo they ſhould perith betwixt both. 
Toprevyent which; they putting themlelyves unto two divi- 
ſions, turne backe to backe : thole nexr tg Baud en, a'l at 
once giving faire tire ypen him. That volley ade a Fell of 
many a brave min. Ben/irze+charges againe,charges home, 
and through them-: ntte:ly breakes,aud defeates them, The 
other Sweds( body of. horſe haring the fight, and the miſt 
not ſuffering them to dilcerne the .matter, imagined PFerily, 
that the'cnemy ha4 bin come backe againe : yea,meſſenger 
comes upon me!lenger with che newes » Our wenareutierly 
defeated. Ani when as ſome of the herſe-that had the Yan of 
the Swedeus foore, caine towards them , they ccrtainely be- 
leev ed them to be caemics,and their owne men to be deſea- 
ted ,and thereupon give tireup7n them, The other,'thinke 
the Devill to b211 it : and that their Foote had beene defea- 
ted,andthele ro be enemies:and rherefore flic backe ag2ine 
fo thr tellowes. Others alſo comming upon our Far, they 
fall to charge then: the other as faſt letting flicat them a- 
Saine Thus having no colours with us uſe kneyy not Ones 
2 ron 
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from foes, our eneinies from our fellowes. In this miſerable 
error,and myſticall medl;,we continue,untill 4. a clocke at 
night,when by finding tome of our own to be1laive(whom 
we wel k1ew)w. began to find our miſtake. TheE nperors 
whole torces,both foot & horſe,were deteated:theirC:non 
all their biggaze and 4. Cornets, taken from them. All our 
ow :e horte,except B «adrrzens own Regiment,ranaway: 2s 
al'o the body of our foot did, which were led by the younz 
G.avec ot I burne,& Colonell Walenftermn: only the Fay of the 
Swea. ſh foot ſtood firme: Commanded by Baron FTeuf 4the 

I.ord R-ay, & Sir {obn T-nbrox, So that both the Armics had 
run way in the miſt: except Bax4uzen & his Regime it of 
horſe,a1dthe YVanof toote aforeſaid, Theſe ſtayed atter the 
fight,to bury theirſlaine fcllowes-This pretty kind of battcl 
hapned upon the 1 3. of November, 1630, In which,what 
with thotethat we. e ſlaine by the cnemy, & what they had . 
killed themſelves, were 500. mealoſt, Therelt paitiylargh. 
ing at their owne miſtake,partly ſorry for their tellowes & 
Comrade-, ad partly glad-tn have defcated the cnzimy, re- 
turne hom<-wardsagiine : Baudirien and Kip 2owſen unto 
their liege:and the other unto the r League”. 

' Preſently atter this, in the middle ot the 'a'ne November, 
were there 1 82.hdouſesburnt\within the Citierrhe ſaultwas 
t id apo"? the'negttigence of a ferva it:though othe:s ſu!pec- 
tcdit robeavillany of the belieged:fure it 15 that: there were 
Letters iate-cepred by the Sw-4:fr, which thould have per- 
{waded the Garrifongthat ſeeing they could not berelieved, 
the beſt way were to fire the Towne, andby a reſoln e ſally 
to break thorow theenemy. This 1s like nnto the /mperraliits 

raXiſes in other plices,who at Gar17 and G-:paenbagen a. 
ow the ſame time,male ſtay of all the Boars that cime np 
the 2der, having adcfignto fire Srargard with them,by that 
mea es to have deliverei/o:b-rgen. The ſame they threatned 
unto + rereralo, which inade thoſe T wes tin] upon their 
guard the ſurer. Towards the en:l of November, the Swides 
cut off the freſh water that ſerved the City. In the begin- 
ning of December, the beireg:dupoa a1 advan*2ge fallying 
out ſurprize a Lieutenant, with ſome 30. of their enzmies, 
& the $3ea:ſo within a while afterzcut of a Convoy of 1 80. 
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Ag. 85, putout, Hwſolfe one of the laff dayes. And 
Ph $86. put out the twofirſt lines and an halfe, to 
Aris aforeſeyd.
